Please accept this letter, with its attachments/exhibits and written request 
within, as my supporting documentation to my above referenced appeal. Attached and 
within, you will find two (2) contradictory responses from the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation's (FBI) departments and other supporting information to consider in 
my appeal. 

1) On November 29, 2011 the FBI's Initial Processing Unit (FBI-IPU), the Internal 
Investigations Section (FBI-IIS), and the Inspection Division (FBI-INSD), all 
three (3) divisions of the FBI, allege they conducted a thorough review of my 
complaint, which happens to be the identical request behind my Appeal No.: AP- 
2012-01977. The initiation of my appeal stems from the request of a recording 
I obtained, where I recorded both an FBI agent and a OIG agent unexpectedly 
interrogating me, while I at the same time was surprisingly recording them and 
their actions. I requested the FBI to conduct an investigation and further, 
provide any and all information derived from my recording through this FOIA/PA. 
The FBI's three (3) divisions, all collectively, allege no specific evidence of 
FBI misconduct was identified. Therefore, no further action is warrented re- 
garding this issue' and determined the 'matter closed'. [Exhibit 1] 

2) On February 14, 2012 the FBI, Section Chief Record/Information Dissemination 
Section, a Mr. David M. Hardy, located material stemming from my FOIA/PA request 
"the recording", in 'an investigative file' and deemed the material to be 
'exempt from disclosure'. In this letter from the FBI, Mr Hardy found the iden- 
tical material, three (3) other divisions of the FBI found to be: no specific 
evidence; no further action warranted; did not identify any misconduct; and 
considered the matter closed, to now , all of the sudden, be exempt from dis- 
closure. The reasons Mr. Hardy provides for exemption raise doubt and appear 

to be in conflict with the letter the FBI (his own agency) sent in November 
29, 2011, where it clarifies there is no on-going investigation, nothing was 
identified, and the matter 'closed'. In sum, it appears either three (3) FBI 
Divisions, or Mr. Hardy's Division is misrepresenting the issues behind my 
claims or request in their letters. If the November 29, 2011 FBI letter has any 
merit, validity, or substance to it there should be no reason to exempt any of 
my request under my current appeal No.: AP-2012-01977. [Exhibit 2] 

3) I am claiming in this appeal that Mr. Hardy's Division of the FBI has improperly 
asserted FOIA/PA exemptions in order to withold responsive records. Below are 
more detailed supporting reasons for consideration in my appeal: 

A) There is no current litigation or on-going trials of any sort with my FOIA/PA 
that I am aware of or that has been disclosed.

B) Since the initiation of this action the FBI has not released any documents 
or information from their file/s. 

C) The FBI has failed to provide any specific potential harm that the release 
of this information may cause to any alleged investigation or file. I 
request to be provided 'specific' potential harm the release may cause. 

D) The FBI has failed to provide 'narrowly construde' specifics for applying 
exceptions. Please keep in mind 'the burden is on the agency to justify 
its action' in applying the exception, citing 5 U.S.C. § (a)(4)(B) 

I request the FBI to provide narrow specifics for its reason to apply 
the exception/s. 

E) The FBI has failed to attempt to provide me with redacted information on the 
documents sought. The FBI has the option to provide information requested 
in redacted format. The FBI when exercising redaction must bare justifying 
the redaction by notations, 131 it elects to comply with redaction. 

F) The FBI should prevent 'excessive redactions' when they are rightfully 
provided, in redacted format, and avoid redaction of full paragraphs. 

G) The FBI has failed to inform me of how many documents are contained in the 
'investigative file', and or what the file consist of. I request this infor- 
mation to be provided, 

H) The FBI has failed to provide: narrative descriptions of each page of every 
document and or evidence with the FBI's justification for withholding each 
particular category of information under the statutory exemption. I request 
this be done in the event it is applicable. 

I) The FBI has failed to provide to me any segregable portions of the requested 
documents/information. I request this be made. In citing 5 U.S.C.A.§ 552(b) 
i* states if an exemption is claimed only to part of the requested record, the 
agency is obligated to produce any reasonably segregable portion of the doc- 
ument. 

J) The FBI has failed to provide a resonably detailed affidavit, setting forth 
the search terms and the type of search performed, and avering that all 
files likely to contain responsive materials .. .were searched.
